The rangers of this proyince are 
asking the co-operation of every man, 
woman and child this year so as to 
keep the forest losses down to a min- 
imum as a matter of decent patriot- 
ism. Special efforts are being made 
to provide fire fighting equipment but 
the main task is to prevent fires from 
starting. ‘This is a comparatively 
simple matter if every campér puts 
out his campfire, every smoker ex- 
tinguishes his cigarette. and match 
before tossing away, every _ settler 
guards his clearing fire. When a 
bush fire is seen, instant word should 
be sent to the nearest fire ranger, 
railroad agent or municipal officer.

Million War Women 
Now in Britain 


Remarkable Development in Work 
Done by Them in Last Four- 
teen Months 


Speaking at the London exhibition 
of women’s work in munition pro- 
duction, Frederick George Kellaway, 
secretary to the ministér of muni- 
tions, said that in every one of the 
defensive measures taken when a 
raid on London is carried out the 
women have taken their part, except 
in the actual flying of aircraft. 

The development which had taken 
place in women’s work during the 
last 14 months, continued the sec- 
tetary, was quite as remarkable as 
its development at an carlier period 
of the war. In July, 1914, he stated, 
there were 220,000 women engaged 
in munition industries, while in Jan- 
uary, 1917, that number had been 
increased to 691,000, and today their 
number was 1,000,000, <A _ steady 
stream of trained women was being 
sent into the munition factories 
from trainin: schools at the rate of 
500 a week. Since the ministry of 
munitions had started the schools, 
said the speaker, between 40,000 
and 50,000 trained women had 
been placed in munition indus- 
tries.

War Garden Bulletin 


The Secret of Ensuring the Proper 
Germination of Seed 


Very few amateur gardeners have 
yet discovered the secret of ensuring 
the proper germination of seed. 
When things turn out wrong they 
are apt to blame the quality of the 
seed, when as a matter of fact, it is 
more likely to be their own lack of 
experience that accounts for it. Be- 
fore the seed is put in, the _ soil 
Should be loose and friable. After 
the seed has been sown it is always 
desirable to make the soil firm. 

All salad crops can be induced to 
be more sprightly in their growth if 
the row or patch is covered with 
Straw three or four days after the 
seed has been sown. The crop gets a 
good start if this is done and the 
tenderest of radishes, lettuce and on- 
ions shoot up and are ready for use 
at least a week carlier than they 
would otherwise be. 

Plant lice are the enemies of al- 
most all kinds of plants. They are 
known as “Aphis” and “Green Fly.” 
They make their appearance early in 
the season and as soon as they are 
noticed the plants should be sprayed 
either with whale-oil soap (one pound 
dissolved in six gallons of warm 
water) or commercial nicotine  sul- 
phate (40 per cent.) as sold by seeds- 
men and as recommended on __ the 
cans. Half a pound of laundry soap 
should be dissolved in every ten gal- 
lons of water. 

It is a mistake to assume that cul- 
tivation stops when once the seeds 
are in the ground. The ground needs 
continuous attention and after rain 
it should always be gone over with 
the Dutch hoe, Bs, or hand cultiva- 
tor. Persistent cultivation is one of 
the best ways to kill weeds and to 
allow air into the soil, Weeds rob 
the soil of plant food. They afford 
a haven of refuge to countless num- 
ers of insect enemies and plant dis- 
eases. They cost the country thous- 
ands of dollars a year.

More Vessels will Slide Into Water 


| Than Huns Can Destroy in 
| Whole Month. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—The Unit 
ed States celebrates Independence 
Day today by launching, between 
sunrise and sunset, more ships than 
Germany’s submarines can destroy 
jin a month at the present rate of 
j}underwater piracy. 
| “One hundred ships, perhaps more 
| approximately half a million tons 
of hard weight tonnage are expected 
{to jump from their ways 

Without holding back a single ship 
lin order to swell the number for In- 


|dependence Day launching, the ship 
workers by brawn and sacrifice have 
made ready at least 95 ships, and it 


is said to be not improbable that the 
number will be one hundred, These 
ships, when completed at the same 
‘pate of speed which has made pos- 
sible their launching today, will take 
their place in ‘The bridge of ships 
to France,’ whieh will maintain 
their armies fighting to defeat Ger- 
many, 
Exceed 1901 Output 

The launching today exceeded by 
42,050 dead weight tons the entire 
output in 1901, the best pre-war year 
in American shipbuilding. 

Beginning in the east, because of 
difference in time, the launchings 
will continue throughout the day 
‘until the last hull has been floated 
,on the waters of the Pacific. At 
least 95 ships are expected to be 
| launched, with a dead weight ton- 
nage of 470,586 Work was contin-

Plan 


to Carry Out Engineering 
Work and Release U. S. 
Soldiers 


Far-reaching plans for the organi- 
zation in France of a civilian labor 
force to carry out engineering work 


behind the lines thus releasing Amer- 
ican soldiers for duty at the front, 
were announced recently. Already 
more than 16,000 French, Italian and 
other laborers free from military ob- 
ligations have been engaged and put 
to work on some of the approximate- 
ly one thousand engineering — con- 
struction and reconstruction jobs on 
which Americans were being em- 
ployed. : 

The move is the initial step in a 
plan long contemplated and discus- 
sed to free tonnage for other pur- 
poses by creating a civilian army be- 
hind the lines which may eventually 
total a quarter of a million men, en- 
tirely, if possible, recruited from 
abroad. This will make it necessary 
to import American civilian labor. 
The men already procured comprise 
a dozen nationalities, including 
Chinese, and the Moroccans, who are 
being shipped to France as rapidly 
as the Americans need them,

Opportunity for Farmers to Engage | 

Extensively in the Production 

of Fibre Flax 

War conditions have afforded an 
excellent opportunity for farmers in 
certain sections of Canada to engage 
extensively in the production of 
fibre flax. They will thereby not 
ofily add to their sources of income, 
but will also be of direct and vital 
aid in the war efforts of the allies. 
The mastery of the air is proving a 
great, perhaps the determining  tac- 
on, 
being built in vast 
numbers as rapidly as possible. As 
a covering for the wings of these, 
linen is the only material found sat- 
isfactory. Large quantities are also 
needed for machine gun webbing, 
ambulance and truck covers, thread 
for sewing uniforms, and a number 
other uses. Were the supply of 
fibre flax for these purposes to fall 


‘short, as is threatened, it would di- 


rectly and profoundly affect the suc- 
cess of the allied forces, 

Before the war, flax was imported 
into the United Kingdom mainly 
from Belgium, France, Germany, the 
Netherlands and. Russia, The Ger- 
man supply is, of course, now cut off, 
while in 1916 France produced no 
flax for export, Belgium a mere frac- 
tion of its former supply, and the 
Netherlands about half its former 
quantity. Owing to conditions in 


| Russia no exports of fibre flax can be 


| depended on this year; Ireland, the 
great flax-producing country in the 
United Kingdom itself, cannot with 
{the best of seasons and with the 
largest possible acreage under flax, 
commence to meet the demand for 


fibre. 


The foregoing information is con- 
tained in a circular on flax growing 
issued by the federal department of 
agriculture and that can be had free 
by addressing the Publications 
Branch of that Department, Ottawa.

As we have proot 
now, his poisoned sweetmeats and 
knotted towels were prepared ycars 
beforehand, and his spies had given 
him the fullest information about all 
the people he intended to attack. So 
he is doing what is right in his own 
eyes. He thought out the hell he 
wished to create; he built it up seri- 
ously and scientifically with his best 
hands and brains; he breathed into 
it his own spirit, that it might grow 
with his needs; and at the hour that 
he judged best he Iect it loose on 2 
world that till then had __ believed 
there were limits beyond which men 
dared not sin. 

Nine-tenths of the atrocities Ger- 
many has committed have not been 
made public. I think this a mistake. 
But one gets hint of them here and 
there—Folkestone has had more than 
a hint. For instance, we were told 
the other day that more than 14,000 
English non-combatants, men, wo- 
men and children, had been drown- 
ed, burned, or blown to pieces since 
the war began. But we have no con- 
ception---and till the veil is lifted aft- 
er the war we shall have no concep- 
tion—of the range and system of 
these atrocities. Least of all shall 
we realize, as they realize in Beb 
gium and occupied France just across 
the water, the cold organized miser- 
ies which Germany has laid upon 
the populations that have fallen into 
her hands, that she might break their 
bodies and defile their souls. That is 
part of the German creed. What un- 
derstanding is possible with a breed 
that have worked for and brought 
about these things? And so long as 
the Germans are left with any excuse 
for thinking that such things pay, 
can any peace be made with them in 
which men can trust? None. For it 
is the peculiar essence of German, 
kultur, which is the German religion, 
that it is Germany’s moral duty to 
break cvery tie, every restriction, 
that binds man to fellow-man if she 
thinks it will pay. Therefore, all 
mankind must be against her till she 
learns that no race can break its 
way outside the borders of humanity,
